The United States su bmitted to 
the U. N. today a new fiv e-p oint 
disarmament p lan which wou ld 
inclu de a ban on fu rther stockp il­ 
ing of nu clear weap ons.

;§ p ace missiles. 
The p rog ram wou ld g o into ef­ 
fect, howev er, only after an iron- 
clqd sy stem of controls and in­ 
sp ections has been established to 
g u ard ag ainst v iolations or ev a­ 
sions. 
The p lan was laid before the 
General Assembly ’^ 80-nation p o­ 
litical committee by Chief U. S. 
Deleg ate Hfenry Cabot Lodg e Jr. 
as that body op ened its g eneral 
(tebate o a the disarmament p rob­ 
lem. 
Major p oints of the p rop osal 
were: 
1. That an a g r e e m e nt be 
reached u nder which all fu tu re 
p rodu ^ion of fissionable materi­ 
als shall be stockp iled ex clu siv e­ 
ly fw non-weap ons p ou rp oses u n­ 
der international insp ection. 
2. That nu clear test ex p losions 
be limited and later banned, if an 
ag reement is reached to cwitrol 
the stockp iling of fissionable ma­ 
terials. Pending su ch an ag ree­ 
ment, the United States wou ld be 
willing to work ou t a sy stem for 
adv ance notice and limited inter­ 
national observ ation of su ch tests. 
3. That the armed forces of the 
United States and the Sov iet Un­ 
ion be limited to 2% million each 
and those of Britain and France 
to 7 50,000 each, if the nations con­ 
cerned can ag ree on p rog ressiv e 
establishment 
of an 
insp ection 
sy stem. This wou ld inclu de aerial 
insp ection, as p rop osed by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower at the su nu nit 
meeting , and g rou nd insp ection at 
key p oints, as p rop osed by Pre­ 
mier Bu lg anin. 
4. That the testing of all sp ace 
missiles, inclu ding earth satellites 
and sp ace p latforms, be p laced

v elop ment is limited to p eacefu l 
p u rp oses. 
5. That an international insp ec­ 
tion and control sy stem be in­

be taken to Cong ress, where the 
matter will be settled.** 
Walsh, serv ing notice that he 
has called for a meeting here of

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. W - 
The United States submitted to 
the U. N. today a new five-point 
disarmament plan which 
would 
include a ban on further stockpil­ 
ing of nuclear weapons. It also 
calls for international control of 
space missiles. 
The program would go into ef­ 
fect, however, only after an iron­ 
clad system of controls and in­ 
spections has been established to 
guard against violations or eva­ 
sions. 
The plan was laid before the 
General Assembly’s 80-nation po­ 
litical committee by Chief U. S. 
Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
as that body opened its general 
debate on the disarmament prob­ 
lem. 
Major points of the proposal 
were: 
1. That an a g r e e m e n t be 
reached under which all future 
production of fissionable m ateri­ 
als shall be stockpiled exclusive­ 
ly for non-weapons pourposes un­ 
der international inspection. 
2. That nuclear test explosions 
be limited and later banned, if an 
agreement is reached to control 
the stockpiling of fissionable m a­ 
terials. Pending such an agree­ 
ment, the United States would be 
willing to work out a system for 
advance notice and limited inter­ 
national observation of such tests. 
3. That the armed forces of the 
United States and the Soviet Un­

Humphrey Bogart 
Dies Of Cancer 


HOLLYWOOD OB — Humphrey 
Bogart, one of the movies’ great­ 
est talents and certainly its most 
non-conforming non - conformist, 
died today of cancer of the esoph­ 
agus. He was 56. 
As late as Saturday night, Bogie, 
talking optimistically with friends, 
gave no sign the end was so near. 
But Sunday morning he sank in­ 
to a coma from which he never 
revived. The end came at 2:10 
a m. with one final deep sigh. At 
his bedside was his wife, actress 
Lauren Bacall. 
Asleep nearby in the sprawling 
Holmby Hills manse were the two 
Bogart children, Stephen, 8, and 
Leslie, 4. 
Thus cancer killed off the Acad­ 
emy Award winning star. His phy­ 
sician said it was a spread of the 
original malignancy that brought 
on death.

School Aid Issu e 


The trou ble with federal school aid is the 
attempt to solv e v ary in g local problems with 
on e n ation al pdicy . 


In the 1956 session of Con gress, the Hou se 
defeated a 
$1.6 
billion 
federal-aid-to-school- 
con stru ction bill by a v ote of 224 to 194. The 
defeat was 
blamed 
on 
an 
an U-segregation 
amen dmen t, bu t there also was stron g opposi­ 
tion on other grou n ds. 


Chief of these was the fact school aid as a 
federal policy cou ld be made possible on ly at 
the ex pen se of states produ cin g more rev en u e 
than they can ex pect to reclaim in federal 
gran ts. 


The u ltimate effect of makin g federal fu n ds 
av ailable to all states wou ld be to div ert mon ey 
from wealthy states to poorer states. Ohio tax ­ 
pay ers might pu t u p 82 for ev ery 81 they cou ld 
ex pect to get back in aid for school con stru ction 
in their own state. 


Ohioan s wou ld su stain 
a n et loss as far as 
ability ' to meet their own school ex pen ses was 
con cern ed. The av ailability of fu n ds which they 
wou ld hav e con tribu ted to at the rate of 82 
for ev ery $1 they cou ld hope to get back wou ld 
be their on ly gain . 
Federal school aid. in other words, wou ld be 
aid for the poorer states. This shou ld be u n der­ 
stood when the argu men t is reopen ed in Con ­ 
gress this y ear. 
Those who try to make it appear that wealthy 
states — those which pay ou t far more than 
they receiv e — wou ld gain somethin g are on 
shaky grou n d. The grou n d gets shakier when it 
is con sidered that some sou thern states n eed 
help becau se they are u n able to su pport two 
school sy stems, on e for whites an d on e for 
colored.

THERE ARE more ben eficiaries

We see the prou d, on ce self- 
relian t, pau perized an d shamed. 


compou n din g social secu rity tax es 
from the start for the pu rposes in ­ 
ten ded; by pay in g ben efits where 
n eeded, rather than in discrimin ­ 
ately , today ’s old age an d social 
secu rity pay men ts to those in n eed 
of them cou ld hav e been dou ble 
what they are. 
The v ote - wheedlin g politician 
has n othin g to crow abou t; the pa­ 
tern alist gov ern men t little to be 
prou d of. 


THE NEXT decade will w i p e 
ou t the last of these on ce “well- 
to-do.” The su rv iv or that liv ed in 
a big Victorian hou se, had horses, 
fu rs, serv an ts — on less in come 
than a plu mber can earn today . 
Yesterday ’s $2.50 a day mechan ­ 
ic, with a garden an d a bicy cle to 
ride to work, pu t his children 
throu gh school, paid for his home, 
shin gled his own roof, carried his 
own in su ran ce, had n o sick pay . 
Blu e Cross, paid v acation s; h a d 
n othin g that he didn ’t pay for ou t 
of his $15 a week. He had o n l y 
read abou t Florida. 
By thrift an d self-den ial, when 
he had to qu it work he had sav ed 
$1,200 “for his old age.“ Old age 
came to him before the 
h i g h 
wages, ben efits an d pen sion s that 
make the y ou n g mechan ic w h o 
su cceeded him at the shop so cock­ 
su re of himself an d his fu tu re. 
How lon g do y ou thin k the old 
fellow’s $1,200 life sav in gs lasted 
him an d his cripplin g wife? 
These are the forgotten people I 
hav e written abou t. Su rv iv ors of 
the day s when an y self su fficien t, 
ou t-of-debt man , from ban ker to 
hostler, who su stain ed his family 
on his own , was on e of the “well- 
to-do.” 


Con gression al en thu siasm for the 
admin istration ’s program of ad­ 
mission of Hu n garian refu gees is 
begin n in g to sou r. 
Criticism — cau tiou s becau se of 
the hu man itarian elemen t in the 
situ ation — is dev elopin g prim ar­ 
ily as the resu lt of mail comin g to 
the offices on Capitol Hill.

3. The “parole” section of the 
immigration 
law,

most of the refu gees are comin g 
to the U.S., is bein g u sed illegally . 
4. The refu gee grou ps were in ­ 
filtrated by Commu n ist elemen ts 
who n ow can work to u n dermin e 
the Un ited States. 
All of these criticisms will be 
brou ght to a focu s when Rep. 
Fran cis E. Walter, chairman of 
the Hou se su b-committee on im­ 
migration an d co-au thor of the bas­ 
ic immigration law, open s hear­ 
in gs on the han dlin g of the Hu n ­ 
garian refu gee operation s.

Rep. Walter has charged that 
the v isas were giv en to the first 
grou p of refu gees who came ou t of 
Hu n gary after the Bu dapest u pris­ 
in g.

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School Aid Issue 


The trouble with federal school aid is the 
attempt to solve varying local problems with 
one national policy. 
In the 1956 session of Congress, the House 
defeated a 
$1.6 
billion 
federal-aid-to-school- 
construction bill by a vote of 224 to 194. The 
defeat was 
blamed 
on 
an 
anti-segregation 
amendment, but there also was strong opposi­ 
tion on other grounds. 
Chief of these was the fact school aid as a 
federal policy could be made possible only at 
the expense of states producing more revenue 
than they can expect to reclaim in federal 
grants. 
The ultimate effect of making federal funds 
available to all states would be to divert money 
from wealthy states to poorer states. Ohio tax­ 
payers might put up $2 for every $1 they could 
expect to get back in aid for school construction 
in their own state. 
Ohioans would sustain a net loss as far as 
ability to meet their own school expenses was 
concerned. The availability of funds which they 
would have contributed to at the rate of $2 
for every $1 they could hope to get back would 
be their only gain. 
Federal school aid, in other words, would be 
aid for the poorer states. This should be under­ 
stood when the argument is reopened in Con­ 
gress this year. 
Those who try to make it appear that wealthy 
states — those which pay out far more than 
they receive — would gain something are on 
shaky ground. The ground gets shakier when it 
is considered that some southern states need 
help because they are unable to support two 
school systems, one for whites and one for 
colored.

Nowhere does the irony of this era of super­ 
power bite more deeply than during a winter 
snowstorm.

There is no mystery about it, just the same 
horse sense that once made horses set down 
each foot carefully on ice and that still makes 
human pedestrians apply traction power judi­ 
ciously to avert disaster on slippery surfaces. 
Easy does it. Wherever the winter sound ef­ 
fect of spinning auto wheels screaming a high­ 
pitched wheeee is heard, you can bet the foot on 
the accelerator belongs to a power addict— 
the more horsepower the better.

Development. Puerto Rico "has no 
intention 
o^ winning 
industries 
away from anywhere. Tax conces­ 
sions are not granted to runaway 
plants.” However if a plant is es­ 
tablished in Puerto Rico it bene­ 
fits from the fact that it is free 
from federal t a x e s , which is a 
great advantage, as anyone c a n 
know. 


ALSO, IF A PLANT moves to 
Puerto Rico from some part of the 
United States, no court is set up to 
determme that it is a runaway 
plant and therefore required to pay 
taxes. 
According to Teodoro Moscoso, 
the freedom from taxation is not 
designed to wean away American 
industries from the United States 
and the American worker. 
Rather, it has a lofty, a noble 
design. It is based upon the his­ 
toric American principle, no taxa­ 
tion 
without 
representation. 
As 
Puerto Rico has no vote in Con­ 
gress, those who dwell or produce 
in the commonwealth pay no fed­ 
eral income taxes, corporate or 
personal.

New Highway Chief 


The first appointment in Gov.-elect O’Neill’s 
blue-ribbon cabinet seems to justify the salary 
boosts that will be used as bait to get topnotch 
administrators for Ohio’s major departments. 
Charles M. Noble of New Jersey, who will 
become state highway director, appears to have 
all the qualifications of a top-notcher. His en­ 
gineering background is impressive. His rec­ 
ommendation by Bertram Talmy, who has been 
chosen to direct the 
federal 
highway 
con­ 
struction program, assures him of a harmoni­ 
ous working relationship with Washington. 
Ohioans have only one doubt about the ap­ 
pointee's qualifications, and it happens to be in 
his favor. It is the fact he may be such an 
outstanding engineer and become so preoccu­ 
pied with Ohio highways as challenges to his 
engineering ability that politics will be only a 
source of annoyance to him. 
This will be a radical departure from the 
tradition that a highway director 
in 
Ohio 
should be at least as able in politics as in 
engineering. 
Billy O’Neill, who promised a new kind of 
policy on highways, seems to be getting off to 
a flying start. 


Trespassers Stay Out! 


The most important stay-out warning ever is­ 
sued by the United States was the Monroe Doc­ 
trine. which pulled the rug from under the 
conspiracy known as the Holy Alliance. One of 
the conspiracy’s purposes was to knock over 
fledgling republics in the New World and make 
things safe for Spain. 
President James Monroe disposed of this non­ 
sense in 1923 by letting it be known through 
diplomatic channels that the United States would 
take a dim view of any European power which 
fooled around with politics on this side of the 
North and South Atlantic.

Enthusiasm Cools For Admission Of Refugees 


Fight the good fight of faith—I

Congressional enthusiasm for the 
administration’s program of ad­ 
mission of Hungarian refugees is 
beginning to sour. 
Criticism — cautious because of 
the humanitarian element in the 
situation — is developing primar­ 
ily as the result of mail coming to 
the offices on Capitol Hill. 
A survey of constituents’ mail 
indicates these four objections to 
the refugee program: 
1. The refugees will take jobs 
from American-born workers and 
thus disrupt the economy. 
2. Entry of some 25,000 Hungar­ 
ian freedom fighters into the U.S. 
puts them an ocean away from 
the spot where they can do the 
most good: in or near Hungary, 
within striking distance of the 
Communists. 
3. The "parole” section of the 
immigration 
law. 
under 
which 
most of the refugees are coming 
to the U.S., is being used illegally. 
4. The refugee groups were in­ 
filtrated by Communist elements 
who now can work to undermine 
the United States. 
All of these criticisms will be 
brought to a focus when Rep. 
Francis E. Walter, chairman of 
the House sub-committee on im­ 
migration and co-author of the bas­ 
ic immigration law, opens hear­ 
ings on the handling of the Hun­ 
garian refugee operations. 


REP. 
WALTER 
ROGERS 
in­ 
sists that the program "will prove 
much more explosive than antic­ 
ipated by many.” 
He notes that the refugees were 
not interested in work as domes­ 
tics. and added: 
"In the first place, if they were 
interested in escaping, it would 
seem to me that they would not 
be so choosy about their employ­ 
ment. 
In the second place, it 
occurs to me that a troublesome 
situation could develop from the 
importation of skilled workers to 
replace our own citizens in many 
instances.” 
The first group of escapees to 
come to the United States w e r e 
primarily professionals and stu­ 
dents. 
The 
later 
groups 
were 
made up of skilled workers and 
technicians. 
So far. labor unions, which are 
most sensitive to such foreign 
competition, 
have 
made 
no 
squawk. But even a congresswom­ 
an as noted for her humitarian 
concern as Rep. Edith Norse Rog­ 
ers is concerned. 
Mrs. 
Rogers 
says: 
"We should by all means wel­ 
come these refugees in a most 
kind and helpful manner but we 
must protect our people. If they 
are given jobs of our workers, the 
economy in the United States will 
be in a very bad way and our 
people will be in want.” 


THE "DISPERSAL” argument 
was reflected by Rep. Alvin M. 
Bentley who notes that the "refu­ 
gees would certainly have been 
the leaders of future resistance or 
opposition to the Communist re­ 
gime if they had remained behind.” 
"Under the operation of the ref­ 
ugee program, they are being scat­ 
tered to the four corners of the 
globe . . . should not some thought 
be given to the possibility that by 
this dispersal we are harming the 
effectiveness of future anti-Com- 
munist resistance in Hungary?” 
Some 6,300 of the refugees came 
to this country under entry visas 
granted under the refugee relief 
act which expired the end of last 
year. About 15.000 were admitted 
under the "parole system” out­ 
lined in paragraph 5, section 212 
(DI of the act. Some 6.000 more 
are expected to enter under the 
same provision. 
The complaints about the use of 
this section to grant entrance to 
the political refugees is based on 
the history of the section. 
The report of the House commit­ 
tee in 1952 dealing with the sec­ 
tion states: 
"The committee believes that

the broader discretionary author­ 
ity (granted in the bill) is neces­ 
sary to permit the attorney gen­ 
eral to parole inadmissible aliens 
into the United States in emergen­ 
cy cases, such as the case of an 
alien who requires immediate med­ 
ical attention before there has 
been an opportunity for an immi­ 
gration officer to inspect him and 
in cases where it is strictly in the 
public interest to have an inad- 
1 missible alien present in the Unit­ 
ed States, such as, for instance, a 
witness or for purposes of prosecu­ 
tion.” The Senate report u s e d 
almost identical language. 


CRITICS of ihe Hungarian pro­ 
gram contend the listing of exam­ 
ples in the reports expressed con­ 
gressional intent and that Congress 
never contemplated the use of the 
section to admit political refugees. 


Parolees, 
unlike the 
refugees 
who entered with visas, have no 
permanent status in this country. 
Congress probably will have to 
pass additional legislation to “le­ 
galize” permanent residence f o r 
them in the United States. 
The question of Communist infil­ 
tration applies more to those who 
came into this country under refu­ 
gee visas than to the parolees. 
Rep. Walter has charged that 
the visas were given to the first 
group of refugees who came out of 
Hungary after the Budapest upris­ 
ing. He contends the evidence in­ 
dicates most of these refugees 
were Communists fleeing the wrath 
of the people. 
The Justice Department asserts 
the refugees are being adequately 
screened and that any reds who 
got mixed up with the freedom 
fighters will be caught.

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IN THE FIRST WORLD WAR "over there” 
meant France; in the second it meant France. 
Germany. Italy. North Africa and Iwo Jima. 
The next one could cover the globe. A fellow in 
the Army, Navy or Air Force can easily wind 
up in places even Rand and McNally aren’t 
familiar with. 
The world has passed the point where it ij 
possible to tell when or where a war may break 
out or how far it could spread. As 1957 begins 
the cry "We want peace” is heard from all 
sides and it is generally regarded as a war 
threat wherever uttered. The inescapable fact is 
that mankind, friend, foe or neutral, is caught 
in a revolving floor being spun around by the 
Four Horseman. 
With the President asking Congress for author­ 
ity to use force in the Middle East if necessary 
Americans feel deep concern, which could be 
the understatement of 1957.

This joke, having hit the top of 
the laugh-meter in 1898 or there­ 
abouts, may be counted by most 
as having had its last laugh. Not 
so. Indeed, it may try for a come­ 
back in 1957, according to a frank­ 
ly frowning New 
Year forecast 
made by members of the National 
Association of Gagwriters. 
If consumers take such an event 
lying down 
on 
their 
television 
couches, they can expect to be 
spoon-fed the humor of yesterday 
more and more. 
The outlook for laugh production 
in 1957 is not bright. The principal 
reason for the downgrading trend 
lies in the gagster s rule of thumb: 
Fresh jokes tend to be driven 
out of the market. When old jokes 
are handy and they are handy by 
the score in the huge backlog of 
films which the motion picture in­ 
dustry has unleashed on television 
audiences. 
Old, old, old movies are more 
and more finding their places on 
the program schedules. No matter 
how excellent the business angles 
of such a deal, gagwriters take the 
point of view that old jokes—un­ 
like wine—simply do not improve 
with age. 
How would you react 
if this 
bearded yok came out of your 
TV receiver—as it just might: 
"A couple of sheep got married, 
and for a wedding present her 
parents gave them wool to wool 
carpeting.” 
Some jokes, 
it 
is 
submitted, 


should be told once. Another ex­ 
ample: 
"The price of an article wi l l 
slide downward if you 
like 
to- 
bogan.” Such ceased being popu­ 
lar after the war—the 
War 
of 
1912. 
Refurbishing the old lines won’t 
help much. “And there was the 
very happy golfer who hung his 
stockings for Christmas and found 
he had a hole in one”—this might 
be passed off as a joke 
about 
President Eisenhower's golf. But 
few will be fooled. 
It is true that some jokes do 
have 
unusual 
staying 
power. 
"They have parking meters just 
for women now—put in a nickle 
and out drops a band-aid”—that’s 
an old one but jokes about wom­ 
en drivers do last. The situation 
is an exception, however. 
One angle of the TV rerun mat­ 
ter that particularly worries the 
gagwriters is that their products 
have onlv 
seven 
basic models. 
Gags we’ve been hearing for years 
are the old jokes with new twists. 
Another point is that the top com­ 
ics, with their old films revived 
by television are likely to resist 
making new shows. 
Down 
goes 
the demand for yoks still further. 
It all adds up to a bad year for 
the laugh engineers. We’re 
fast 
approaching an “age of automa­ 
tion,” in comedy. In the view of 
the gagwriters’ association, the 
government should set up a na­ 
tional laugh foundation, similar to 
the National Science 
Foundation 
and also devoted to the public wel­ 
fare. Otherwise—well, 1957 will be 
a happy year for tragedies. 


WE CAN UNDERSTAND how President Al- 
pert of the much troubled New' Haven Railroad 
felt when the new superdooper, high - speed, 
double - Deisel, low-center-of-gravity train, the 
Dan’l Webster, fell down so badly on its pre­ 
view trip. . .It was a mistake to name it after 
Webster, a man noted for talk and never asso­ 
ciated with swift travel.. To think of Daniel is 
to think of a man standing still, possibly on 
fire but orating leisurely and with no thought of 
time. 
It would seem as sensible to name a jet plane 
after Demosthenes or a speedboat after Patrick 
Henry. . It is possible that old Dan’l Webster’s 
ghost resented the use of his name for railroad 
publicity and put a hex on the trip. 
A friend who was aboard when the train took 
fire in the Bronx yards says he heard a strange 
deep voice as the train left New Haven, that it 
grew louder at Stamford and that when it went 
through Cos Cob it seemed to him Dan’l was 
screaming, "You can’t do this to me!”

— If there !s a 
saint now living on earth, many 
feel it is a gentle giant of the mind 
and heart who dwells deep in Afri­ 
ca and will be 82 years old today.

following a mystic sense of self­ 
dedication, left Europe in 1913 to 
found a hospital at Lambarene in 
French Equatorial Africa. 
Even then he was famous as a 
philosopher, theologian, histoHan, 
and world renowned organist. His 
work as a medical missionary 
added to his stature. So did his 
massive “Philosphy of Civiliza­ 
tion,” written, ironically, in a jun­ 
gle clearing at night when his hos­ 
pital chores were done. 
But 
his 
ultimate 
immortality 
rests on a three-word creed he 
flung into the face of the most 
murderous generation the human, 
race has produced, his insistence 
on a ‘‘reverence for life.” 
Dr. Schweitzer, famed among 
scholars, remained to the man in 


A dve rtise m e nt 
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the street little more than a legen­ 
dary figure in far off Africa. But 
in 1950 a group of leading artists, 
writers and musicians of 17 coun­ 
tries acclaimed Dr. Schweitzer as 
‘‘the man of the century.” In 1952 
he was awarded the Nobel award 
for peace. 
Accepting 
the 
$33,200 
prize, 
which he applied toward improv­ 
ing housing for 250 lepers in his 
hospital, the sturdy, buffalo-mous-« 
tached doctor explained his phil­ 
osphy in these words: 
‘‘You don’t live in a world all 
your own. Your brothers are here, 
too.” 
Pilgrims of all kinds and from 
many lands have journeyed to vis­ 
it this disturbingly kind philoso­ 
pher, who, instead of stepping on 
the ants at his feet, puts down 
food for them. 
What is he really like? 
The world will soon be able to 
see how he works and lives, in a 
biography filmed by Erica Ander­ 
son, a Vienna-born photographer, 
and produced by Jerome Hill, 
grandson of James J. Hill, the 
railway Utan. 
‘‘He lives with utmost simplic* 


ity,” Mrs. Anderson said. “His 
favorite food is union soup. He 
hasn’t smoked since he was 25, 
nor does he take hard liquor. 
Once, while he was visiting Amer­ 
ica, a lady insisted, ‘oh, one cock­ 
tail in your life won’t hurt you.’ 
And he took the glass politely and 
said, 
‘very well then—the only 
cocktail in my lifetime.’ 
“He doesn’t like to ride in cars 
and never has been in an air­ 
plane. He has seen only three or 
four movies in his life.”

Zoning permits different temper­ 
atures in different parts of the 


I house, the Plumbing and Heating

; ing room can be kept warmer than 
the bedrooms,

require as much heat. 
Or the kitchen may be on a zone 
of its own to permit better control 


of the heat. This is particularly 
important since during many days 
of the year the routine work in the 
kitchen supplies adequate heat. 
The current popularity of ranch 
houses and split level houses has 
directed more attention to the ad­ 
vantages of zoning.

ing for zoning in order to provide 
comfort under all conditions of 
temperate, sunlight and wind vel­ 
ocities. 
The effect of zoning on fuel con­ 
sumption is especially gratifying 
to the owner of a home. No fuel is 
wasted on overiheating or supply­ 
ing heat where it is not needed.

It^s Easy To Improve 
Decor Of Fireplace 


n r“Z3i 


The average house will have a 
living-room fireplace set in one 
of the long walls if there is an 
inside chimney, and set in one 
of the smaller walls if there is 
an 
outside 
chimney. 
This 
is 
caused by the fact that most liv­ 
ing rooms are longer than they 
are wide. 
In the case of a fireplace at 
the end of a room and in a 
short wall, the brickwork, trim 
and mantel frequently overpow­ 
ers the wall and becomes too 
much of a centerpiece. 
This is illustrated by the first 
drawing shown here. In the sec­ 
ond drawing, it will be noted 
that two panels have been set 
in exactly the same wall. It is 
obvious that they tend to draw 
the wall out and make it look 
much longer. And at the same 
time they have ^ tendency to 
pull down or lower the fireplace 
itself, so that the entire effect is 
more pleasing, well-balanced and 
decorative than the first effect. 
The type of panel shown is 


extremely easy to set. It is made 
with ordinary picture molding 
with mitered joints all around as 
shown by the single lines. Inside 
of this a smaller panel is set in 
the same manner. 
This work can be done with 
thin wire brads so there is little 
danger of damage to the plaster 
work. If the owner will first lay 
out the job in pencil before put­ 
ting up the molding, he can no­ 
tice the effects before g o i n g 
through with the work. 
All of this is based on the cor­ 
rect theory that horizontal lines 
tend to lengthen any wall and 
vertical lines tend to foreshorten 
a wall and d e c r e a s e ceiling 
heights. 
In this type of work it is usu­ 
ally best to paint the panels or 
molding the same color as the 
trim around the fireplace and the 
walls. This is based on the prov­ 
en theory that an over-all color 
increases the effect of spacious­ 
ness while contrasting 
colors 
tend to decrease it.

Here Are Tips 
When Fastening 
On To Concrete 


Do . . . use cut or split nails 
for attaching wood to concrete, 
remembering that more of them 
must be used than other types of 
concrete fasteners. 
Do . . . use expansion shields or 
anchors for high - strength fas­ 
tenings to concrete, using carbide- 
tipped drills to make the holes. 
Do . . . drill the holes of the 
same length and diameter as the 
shields or anchors in order to make 
as tight a fit as possible. 
Do . . . consider the use oî other 
types of masonry fasteners, in­ 
cluding anchor nails welded to per­ 
forated metal squares, which are 
attached to the concrete with ad­ 
hesive and eliminate the drilling 
of holes. 
• * * 
Don’t . . . hammer cut or split 
nails directly into concrete with­ 
out first going through wood un­ 
less you want the nails to bend 
or fly out of your hands. 
Don’t . . . forget that if you use 
a star drill (which is banged with 
a hammer), placing a piece of 
rubber around the shank will ab­ 
sorb some of the vibration. 
Don’t . . . when using a power 
drill in concrete, relax your pres- 


sure at any time; if you want to 
stop a minute, remove the drill 
from the hole while it is still run­ 
ning at full speed. 
Don’t . . . neglect to measure 
the size of the screw used in an 
expansion shield or anchor; 
it 
should be as long as the thick­ 
ness of the material being fas­ 
tened plus the depth of the hole 
minus one-eighth to one-quarter of 
an inch. (Not as difficult to fig­ 
ure out as it sounds).

The average house will have a 
living-room fireplace set in one 
of the long walls if there is an 
inside chimney, and set in one 
of the smaller walls if there is 
an 
outside 
chimney. 
This 
is 
caused by the fact that most liv­ 
ing rooms are longer than they 
are wide. 
In the case of a fireplace at 
the end of a room and in a 
short wall, the brickwork, trim 
and mantel frequently overpow­ 
ers the wall and becomes too 
much of a centerpiece. 
This is illustrated by the first 
drawing shown here. In the sec­ 
ond drawing, it will be noted 
that two panels have been set 
in exactly the same wall. It is 
obvious that they tend to draw 
the wall out and make it look 
much longer. And at the same 
time they have a tendency to 
pull down or lower the fireplace 
itself, so that the entire effect is 
more pleasing, well-balanced and 
decorative than the first effect. 
The type of panel shown is

Dramatic Treatment Of Wood 


NEW ORLEANS, La. - With a 
striking design calling upon the 
natural strepgth and beauty of 
wood, a New Orleans architect has 
abandoned t h e conventional to 
build for himself a house that is 
comfortably attractive and per­ 
fectly adaptable to modern living. 
Simple in design, the house com­ 
mands attention for its unique 
styling. But more significant is its 
dramatic treatment of wood, which 
clearly demonstrates a new poten­ 
tial for standard lumber items. 
The house is built in two sec­ 
tions connected by a center entry. 
Each section is topped by a roof 
that is actually a 12-gabled, 12- 
pointed pleated star. 
There are just three basic fram­ 
ing elements — wood sheathing, 
rafters and rigid struts. 
Key structural element is the 1- 
by-6-inch tongue and groove South­ 
ern Pine roof sheathing which 
spans the rafters to assume the 
function of a skin or membrane 
that ties together all of the roof 
framing. 
In each unit architect Albert C. 
Ledner has created a clear span of 
42 feet using less material than 
conventional methods would re­ 
quire.

AN’S BEST friend on Bali, a mountainous, 
subtropical island east of Java, is his water 
buffalo. Were it not for this slow, powerful beast 
of burden, Bali’s million or more population 
would be hard pressed in growing the island’s 
main food item—rice. 
One of the greatest honors bestowed on a 
Balinese youth is to be made the keeper of a 
water buffalo. These pictures of Katut, a 12- 
year-old boy living in Assak, a village in north­ 
ern Bali, show the life of a buffalo keeper. 
In the morning, Katut takes'his water buffalo 


to the “sawah,” irregular patches of earth and 
water, where the rice is grown. There the ani­ 
mal is hitched to a plow and sometimes ridden 
by Katut. The buffalo works the field until the 
sun is down. Leading his plodding beast home 
again, the boy always stops on the way at a 
watering place to allow the animal to “wallow 
about before continuing on. 
In the patient though awkward water buffalo 
and his young keeper, the Balinese farmer finds 
a combination that is hard to beat in the strug­ 
gle to raise the nation’s basic crop. 


WALKING amid the lush, tropical foliage which 
to town to chase a flock of village geese that insist 
covers his small domain, Katut pauses on his w'ay 
on following him. Katut has no clothing problem. 


THERE is no school in Assak, but Katut's employer, a prominent man 
in town, drills many of its boys in the fundamentals such as reading.

WASHINGTON ÜB-Ohio’s float 
in the inaugural p arade should be 
easy to sp ot. If things work out as 
ex p ected, it will be shooting flame 
and smoke high into the sky . 
An inaugural official, Richard 
W. McCabe, a former Columbus 
man, ex p lained today that a de­ 
vice to bellow forth these p y ro­ 
technics will be attached to the 
float, if safety tests p rove satis­ 
factory . 
The Ohio float will rep resent the 
p eacetime uses of atomic energy 
in the p arade a week from today . 
. But, as McCabe ex p lained it, 
there won’t be any thing moving 
on it—just two figures of a man 
and woman and sp heres rep resent­ 
ing the atom. 
“We wanted to have some ani­ 
mation in every float,” McCabe 
said. “So when we came to Ohio 
we thought of this p uff of smoke. 
“The smoke might go as high 
as 100 feet, too,” he said, “if there 
isn’t any wind. 
“As I understand it, there will 
be an actual ex p losion, every few 


}. 
minutes, so we’re having ft cleared 
by the fire insp ector. After all, 
we don’t want to have every body 
cringing when the Ohio float goes 
by .” 
In view of the fact that the float 
dep icts p eacetime atomic uses, 
McCabe said it would be wrong to 
say that the smoke and flame 
rep resent an atomic bomb ex p lo­ 
sion. 
“It’s just an attention attracter, 
he ex p lained. 
The Ohio float, incidentally , will 
be on the biggest vehicle in the 
p arade. This vehicle, 407 feet long, 
belongs to the army and is norm­ 
ally used to haul atomic cannon. 
In fact, it’s so big that the 
wheels op erate electronically , so 
that they all follow the same p ath 
when a turn is made. 
There is enough room on the 
vehicle for five other floats, and 
Ohio will share it with Kansas, 
Louisiana and Oklahoma. The oth­ 
er two sp onsors have not y et been 
decided up on.

In Early -Ho ur Maneuver 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (JWSome 
after-midnight scurry ing about to­ 
day resulted in Republican Cecil 
H. Underwood taking an undra- 
matic oath as West Virginia’s new 
governor today before a notary 
public.' 
The purpose was not ex plained 
bey ond an inference that Under­ 
wood forces feared the outgoing 
administration of Democrat Will­ 
iam C. Marland might make some 
attempt to fill ex ecutive appoint­ 
ments. No such offices could be 
pinpointed, however. 
. Secretary of State D. Pitt O’-Bri- 
en, one of the Democratic hold­ 
overs in the new Board of Public 
Works, said he was aroused from 
sleep about 12:30 a. m. by a caller 
who said his official services were 
needed in connection with Under­ 
wood’s oath-taking. 
The formal oath - taking was 
scheduled weeks ago at noon to­ 
day , with President Judge James 
B. Riley of the State S up r e m e 
Court administering it as part of 
the inaugural ceremonies. 
O’Brien said he was visited at 
his home at 2214 Washington St., 
E., shortly before 1 a, m. by a 
group consisting of Way man R. 
Brown, notary public, H. William 
Largent, 
Morgantown 
attorney , 
Sherman Ballard; also an attorney 
and former Republican member of 
the House of Delegates from Mon­ 
roe County , and others. 


O’Brien said it was ex plained 
that Underwood already had taken 
the oath (at 12:06 a.m.) and his 
signature as secretary of state 
was needed to make it official. 
The official said he was handed 
two documents, thinking one was 
Underwood’s and the o t h e r his 
own. It turned out, however, that 
both documents were Underwood 
forms, one for the official records 
and one for the new governor’s 
files. 
So after the gathering broke up, 
O’Brien said he realized he had 
not signed an oath, although Way ­ 
man 
Brown 
had 
administered 
O’Brien’s oath so he could begin a 
new term and therefore be quali­ 
fied to sign Underwood’s papers. 
O’Brien called Underwood’s ho­ 
tel,* got hold of an aide and ex ­ 
plained the situation.

Bringing Up A Faimly

Some parents of a child w ho 
they believe has more than aver­ 
age mental ability , but who lags 
at school, send him to a private 
day school. Sometimes the child 
does well in the private school, 
sometimes he doesn’t. 
Unless the private school h a s 
facilities for considerable indivi­ 
dual instruction, the child m a y 
continue to lag. Even the private 
school may advise a special tutor. 
The cost of his attending a pri­ 
vate school may be impossible for 
many parents and a great finan­ 
cial hardship to others. I admire 
parents who are willing to make 
great sacrifices to gain the best 
schooling they can find for their 
child. I don’t believe they alway s 
find the best in a private school. 
Much depends, of course, on the 
quality of this school. 
For thousands of school laggers, 
who have average or above-aver­ 
age intelligences (which may be 
ascertained by the help of a psy ­ 
chologist), there is a promising al­ 
ternative to the private school. 


IT IS THE TUTOR or special 


teacher employ ed to help the child 
bring up his scholastic arrears. Of 
course, not all tutors are skillful, 
but many are. 
If y ou have a child who is lag­ 
ging at school, look into the pos­ 
sibilities of a tutor for him. The 
cost of a tutor, employ ed from 
two to five evenings a week, would 
be very small in comparison with 
costs at a private school. 
Barring the few children w ho 
might profit from the general ex ­ 
perience at a boarding school, not 
many could get ex perience there 
comparable with living at 
h o m e 
in the family . The child who at­ 
tends a day school away f r o m 
home can hardly fit in well with 
the other children of the neighbor­ 
hood. He can hardly gain a se­ 
cure feeling of belonging among 
them.

FBI Puts White 
On Its List Of 
‘Mo st Wa nted !' 
WASHINGTON (iB—Alfred James 
White, 53, reputedly a master safe 
burglar who is being sought for 
an attempted robbery at West 
Hamlin, W. Va., today was put 
on the FBI’s list of “10 most want­ 
ed men.” 
The FBI said White, surprised 
after breaking into a West Hamlin 
lumbery ard office on June 7, 1954, 
fired on a West Virginia state 
policeman and made a getaway 
by jumping into a nearby river 
and swimming to the opposite 
bank. He became a federal fugi­ 
tive after being charged with 
crossing into Ohio to avoid prose­ 
cution for assault with a deadly 
weapon. 
White has a police record dat­ 
ing back to 1922. A native of 
Mount Sterling, Ohio, he twice 
served terms in the Ohio State 
reformatory at Mansfield for auto 
theft, and in 1926 went to the state 
penitentiary for a $2,500 ba'nk rob­ 
bery at North Olmstead, Ohio. 
White was described as being of 
medium height and build, with 
brown ey es and hair and an obli­ 
que scar in the center of his fore­ 
head. He has a mole on the right 
side of his face. 
The FBI said he probably is 
armed, and should be considered 
ex tremely dangerous. 
On the “most wanted” list. 
White replaces Joseph Bagnola, 
sought for murder and captured 
by FBI agents at Chicago Dec. 30.

Bringing Up A Family 


By GARRY C. MEYERS 


Tutor For Lagging Student 


Some parents of a child w h o 
they believe has more than aver­ 
age mental ability, but who lags 
at school, send him to a private 
day school. Sometimes the child 
does well in the private school, 
sometimes he doesn’t. 
Unless the private school h a s 
facilities for considerable indivi­ 
dual instruction, the child m a y 
continue to lag. Even the private 
school may advise a special tutor. 
The cost of his attending a pri­ 
vate school may be impossible for 
many parents and a great finan­ 
cial hardship to others. I admire 
parents who are willing to make 
great sacrifices to gain the best 
schooling they can find for their 
child. I don’t believe they always 
find the best in a private school. 
Much depends, of course, on the 
quality of this school. 
For thousands of school laggers, 
who have average or above-aver­ 
age intelligences (which may 
be 
ascertained by the help of a psy­ 
chologist), there is a promising al­ 
ternative to the private school. 


IT IS THE TUTOR or special 


teacher employed to help the child 
bring up his scholastic arrears. Of 
course, not all tutors are skillful, 
but many are. 
If you have a child who is lag­ 
ging at school, look into the pos­ 
sibilities of a tutor for him. The 
cost of a tutor, employed from 
two to five evenings a week, would 
be very small in comparison with 
costs at a private school. 
Barring the few children w h o 
might profit from the general ex­ 
perience at a boarding school, not 
many could get experience there 
comparable with living at h o m e 
in the family. The child who at­ 
tends a day school away f r o m 
home can hardly fit in well with 
the other children of the neighbor­ 
hood. He can hardly gain a se­ 
cure feeling of belonging among 
them.

WASHINGTON (^-Alfred James 
White, 53, reputedly a master safe 
burglar who is being sought for 
an attempted robbery at West 
Hamlin, W. Va., today was put 
on the FBI’s list of “IO most want­ 
ed men.” 
The FBI said White, surprised 
after breaking into a West Hamlin 
lumberyard office on June 7, 1954, 
fired on a West Virginia state 
policeman and made a getaway 
by jumping into a nearby river 
and swimming to the opposite 
bank. He became a federal fugi­

after
